It is a fact that in upholstery 
factories in our area the operatives 
will not permit any sort of timing of 
the jobs which they make. This 
becomes an acute problem where 
failure to reach agreement on a new 
job time takes place. When the 
further stages of the conciliation 
procedure are invoked, both sides are 
handicapped by a lack of factual 
information, 

However this matter is looked at, 
the job time to be fixed must be 
related to the actual time which the 
men spend on it. So long as one 
side in a factory dispute obstructs 
the ascertainment of factual infor- 
mation, there would appear _ to 
be justification for doubting the 
genuineness of their case. 

The National Labour Agreement 
provides adequate protection against 
exploitation by side, and lays 
down that job times must be fixed by 
mutual! agreement. Nothing but good 
can come from full co-operation 
between management and operatives 
in the ascertainment of honest and 
useful information to assist in 
negotiation

These words, spoken last year by 
the Duke of Edinburgh, were quoted 
by Mr. Jack C. Pritchard, director 
of the Furniture Development Coun- 
cil, when he spoke at the annual 
luncheon of the Merseyside and 
District Furniture Manufacturers 
Association in Liverpool yesterday 
(Wednesday) 

After stressing the value of the 
National Labour Agreement, Mr 
Pritchard said that the public were 
spending more on beer, wine and 
entertainment than on household 
goods 

“We must make our furniture so 
attractive and so low in price that 
the family will prefer to put off 
buying other things until their homes 
are so beautiful and so well fur- 
nished that they will invite their 
friends to come and admire them,” 
Mr. Pritchard went on. 
“The whole of our industry is 
particularly liable to attack = if, 
through the action of the few, we 
get the reputation of making shoddy 
goods 

“If that reputation comes amongst 
us, our customers will begin to think 
that it is not worth while buying 
furniture and improving their homes, 
and will go and spend their money on 
novelties 

“We have to give our 
confidence in our products.’ 

This year 400,000 young couples 
would get married and they must 
be told what steps the industry had 
taken to provide a minimum stan- 
dard of quality, and the message 
would have to be repeated again and 
again. 

The standards also helped to 
protect the majority of the industry 
from the inconvenience and_ the 
pricks of less scrupulous manufac- 
turers and retailers who would take 
advantage of the less experienced 
customer, 

Mr. Pritchard added that he did 
not know of any other industry 
making consumer goods anywhere in 
the world that had developed a

Schoolgirls Furnish Flats

arranged the girls should have 
the opportunity of choosing their own 
furniture for the flats every six 
months, 

At the end of term they had parties 
to which their parents were invited, 
so that the mothers became _inter- 
ested in furnishing and the girls 
were likely to spend more money on 
furnishing when they set up a home 

There were about 350 schools in 
the country which had accommoda- 
tion for a flat, so if the industry 
helped by providing furniture, the 
boys and girls would get experience 
in choosing.

HE furniture wage rate vol- 
T cano. which has __ been 
quiescent since the adjust- 
ment of the Cost of Living 
Allowance is likely to be in 
eruption before long. And the 
centre of the eruption will be in 
the upholstery factories. 

That is how we read the annual 
report of the L.F.M.—and certain 
recent public utterances on the 
question of upholsterers’ rates of 
pay. 


*%* Most upholstery manufac- 
turers know that their workers’ 
pay packets are too fat. And it 
appears that the chief reason is a 
deliberately organised campaign 
to achieve and maintain inflated 
job times. 

The upholstery workers have 
apparently been successful in a 
conspiracy to hide from their 
employers the factual information 
that is necessary to fix such job 
times. This is an extraordinary 
position; for, unless workers will 
co-operate with managements in 
the interchange of such informa- 
tion, there is bound to be a 


serious dislocation of production. 


*&* This impasse is linked very 
closely with the whole question of 
the Cost of Living Allowance. 
For, as the L.F.M. points out, 
when an increase in the allow- 
ance goes equally to those getting 
minimum rates, and to those 
getting far in excess of the 
minimum, the merits of any 
C.o.L. Allowance become very 
obscure. 

The plain facts are that opera- 
tives will not permit any timing 
of the jobs they make; and that, 
for this reason, any attempt at 
conciliation over a disputed rate 
for the job is entirely obstructed 
by unwarranted withholding of 
information. 


xx Surely the workers must 
see that by such tactics they are 
casting a grave doubt on the 
genuineness of their own cases; 
and even more surely this matter, 
upon which rests the very future 
of the upholstery industry, must 
be dealt with strenuously in the 
near future.

It is obvious that the major demand 
for these fabrics will be from custo- 
mers who have just purchased con- 
temporary furniture and it is advisable 
therefore to make sure that a display 
of these fabrics is placed in that 
section of the furniture department. 

This question of display is most 
important. It is a mistake to try to 
show too many contemporary designs 
together—they should be broken up 
by lengths of plain fabrics to em- 
phasise their individual patterns. 

Another factor that has held up 
the increased demand for these fabrics 
is the fear that they may be rather 
expensive. In actual fact, their 
growth in popularity has tempted 
many manufacturers to produce at 
least one or two lines which are suit- 
able for inclusion in the field and this 
has, of course, lowered the price con- 
siderably. No longer are they avail- 
able only for those who can afford 
expensive and exclusive designs. 

Few of these fabrics are purely 
abstract in design. The trend is rather 
that of introducing an unusual but 
distinguishable object. On these pages 
we show a number _incorperating 
fruit, windows, vases, and so on, as 
well as flowers—auite a change from 
the traditional motifs.

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Practical Salesmanship and Display Ideas 





How to “Sell” Sleep Shops 


ERY few of the general tricks of 
window dressing and _ interior 
display will help the furnisher 

to show bedding to its best advantage. 
There are, in fact, very few elaborate 
or even simple variations for display- 
ing these goods. Room _ schemes, 
groups, unusual blends *of colours, 
arousing curiosity, and so on—all 
these terms which are used frequently 
when discussing ordinary displays, 
just will not work when you are 
faced with piles of flat, oblong shapes 
with only one outward thing to dis- 
tinquish them from each other—the 
different pattern of the ticking. 


Hold a Good Stock 


If you wish to sell mattresses, you 
must make the public aware that you 
have a very good stock and, apart 
from advertising, the best way to do 
this is to show them. You may not 
be very original in displaying bed- 
ding, but you can be effective. There 
is a world of difference between a 
simple, well-designed scheme and a 
display where everything has been 
thrown in. Too many firms believe 
that the only way to show their. cus- 
tomers they have a large stock of a 
certain commodity is to pile half of

it into the window, regardless of 
display. 

There are two essential rules which 
must always be observed when show- 
ing bedding; they are cleanliness and 
tidiness. The pastel shades of the 
mattresses and the white pillows all 
tend to show up any dust or dirt in 
the vicinity, and for easy handling 
tidiness is essential. 

A uniformity of display is neces- 
sary for both windows and interiors. 
Few firms have the space necessary 
to make a really effective bedding 
department; they crowd their bedding 
into one corner. If shortage of space 
is your problem, try to do a little 
rearranging of your shop so that you 
get a long, narrow section rather than 
a square. A wide corridor is useful 
for this purpose. It will give you a 
long wall for a background. 


Display Divans at an Angle 


Use divans for the basis of your 
display. Place them at a slight angle 
coming away from the wall. This 
makes it possible for a customer to 
get a complete view from one end. 
The wall behind can then be used 
for showing mattresses placed flat 
against it. Get a carpenter to make

you wooden frames which can be 
attached to the walls into which you 
can slot the mattresses. 

For the remainder of the mat- 
tresses, those you haven’t room to dis- 
play properly, your best plan is to 
purchase one or two mattress stands 

there are several types on the mar- 
ket now and they do make the 
handling so much easier. While on 
the subject of stands, a pillow stand 
is also a very useful addition. 


Have Mattresses Within Reach 


Remember that when a customer 
comes to buy a mattress she does not 
want to see it at a distance —- she 
wants to go up to it, feel it and 
examine the resiliency of the springs 

so do not put your mattresses out 
of reach. 

The manufacturers of bedding, 
more than in any other industry, are 
keen and willing to help retailers to 
display and sell their products. Most 
firms are able to supply showcards 
for their own brand of goods, and 
these are, on the whole, very well 
designed, pleasant to look at, and 
explicit in their description of the 
product. As there are few accessories 
which can be used to vary a bedding 


accessories as 
Drapes of fabrics, bed- 


be displayed with 
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display, these cards are an excellent 
method of breaking the monotony. 

In many other ways, too, manufac- 
turers are willing to assist retailers in 
the display of their bedding. They 
are often able to supply, on request, 
mattresses which are only partially 
finished so that customers can see and 
inspect the interiors. People are 
always very interested to see what 
exactly goes into the making of their 
bedding. 

Other manufacturers are willing to 
provide you with the necessary 
equipment and assistance to stage a 
“working window ” and to have one 
of their staff actually assembling 
mattresses in the window. This type 
of live display is always an attraction. 

Another method of introducing 
these products is to tie up a display 
with a film or play being shown in 
your local theatre or cinema. Such 
films as “ You Can't Sleep Here,” 
“Room For One More,” and so on, 
were “ naturals * for this type of pub- 
licity—and you will find that most 
cinema managers are only too willing 
to help you. 


These Ideas Have Been Tried 

Here are a few more ideas which 
have been tried and proved a success 
in the past. 

For retailers who have only one 
window to show all their goods, try 
turning it into a “day and night” 
window. Fix a thin partition down 
the middle and use the two sections 
to show “day and night.” In the 
day window have a small, well-lit 
room scheme with, perhaps, a dining 
set. The bedding side should be in 
semi-darkness, with spotlights focused 
on each mattress that is shown. 


When displaying divans in a long line place them 
at an angle pointing towards the entrance so that 
customers can get an uninterrupted view. 


Another idea is to line up several 
mattresses and erect them upright in 
two lines from the front corners of 
the window leading into a_ central 
point at the back. For the purpose 
choose about four or five well-known 
makes, place a showcard by each giv- 
ing the salient features, and announce 
that they are “From the Mattress 
Hall of Fame.” 

There are several motifs which can 
be carried through a mattress display 
to liven it up—sleep tie-ups, such as 
clouds, sheep, dreams, or, for a chil- 
dren’s mattress display, the “Three 
Little Bears,” complete with quota- 
tions from the rhyme. 


Competition Drew Crowds 


One firm found an excellent way 
of introducing spring units by run- 
ning a competition and asking the 
public to guess the number of inches 
of wire in a certain base shown in the 
window. They offered for prizes the 
free purchase of a certain amount of 
any of the goods they sold. 

Effective displays are very import- 
ant, but all the displays in the world 
will not bring you sales if your sales- 
manship is not of an equally high 
standard. 

The first essential for all salesmen 
is to have a really practical know- 
ledge of the manufacture of bedding. 
The average customer is_ better 
informed of practical details to-day, 
because of the information given by 
manufacturers advertising nationally, 
and she has some idea of what to 
look for. Of course, the salesman 
must be ahead of her; it would not 
do for him to be caught out on an 
awkward question.

First of all, get some information 
out of your customer, discover the 
type of mattress she has been using, 
and if she is satisfied or wants a 
change. Find out the sort of person 
using the mattress, so that you can 
suggest the most suitable type. 

You must be able to determine the 
approximate price the customer is 
willing to pay. Do not press expen- 
sive bedding if you know she cannot 
afford it; she may be afraid to say 
that it is too expensive, and you 
might scare her away from the shop. 

In explaining high prices it is often 
easier to give them a basic descrip- 
tion of the rise in prices of the raw 
materials for the individual parts and 
how they have all gone together 
towards pushing the prices to their 
present height. 

One useful tip; when a husband 
and wife shop together, make a point 
of discussing the price with the man 

he pays, and is often more liberal 
with the money and easier to 
persuade. 


Strong Sales Talk 


Make your sales talk as strong as 
possible—if the customer wishes to 
visit several firms before deciding, 
she will remember the most definite 
talk first. Give a brief description of 
each mattress, stressing the details of 
manufacture. Customers are always 
interested in the mystery of what lies 
beneath the ticking. 

Point out the fact that the average 
person spends one-third of the day 
on her mattress, and should, there- 
fore, take great care in selecting her 
choice, ensuring the greatest degree of 
comfort.

1951 reported that it had, in Novem- 
ber of that year, been required to give 
evidence to the Purchase Tax/Utility 
Committee and it made recommenda- 
tions in the sense of the two follow 
ing paragraphs : 

“Purchase Tax: The Council 
strongly holds the view that, since 
furniture provided under the Utility 
scheme is for the necessities of the 
home of the lower income groups, 
such furniture should not be subjected 
to a purchase tax of any kind 

“The Utility Furniture Scheme: 
It is the Council’s view that a Utility 
specification on the lines of that 
existing at the present time should be 
maintained. The Council not 
regard performance tests as an alter- 
native to the Utility specification nor 
anticipate that performance _ tests 
could at any time completely replace 
construction specifications over the 
whole range of domestic furniture.” 

These views coincided with 
of the B.F.M., which organisation 
made similar recommendations to the 
Purchase Tax/Utility Committee, 
known then and since as the Douglas 
Committee. 

The subsequent events during thc 
year 1952 following the report of the 
Douglas Committee made it inevitable 
that the Utility furniture scheme 
must and that it should be re- 
placed by the D-Scheme 

At that point, the B.F.M.,_ the 
Trade Unions, and the Furniture 
Development Council expressed 
jointly anxiety at the possibility of 
the D-Scheme being introduced with 
out some reasonable effective criterion 
of quality being established 

The Furniture Development Council 
undertook research into the question 
of performance tests, which — the 
B.F.M. approved in principle, 

The research which has gone into 
these performance tests is the result 
of the joint efforts of the Furniture 
Development Council and the B.F.M 

The British Standards Institute has 
been authorised by the Furniture 
Development Council and the B.F.M. 
and the Treasury to create a Kite- 
mark scheme and some standard of 
performance or hal!-mark to indicate 
a standard of quality is essential to 
the application of the B.S.I, mark. 

One cannot disregard the respon- 
sibility of the B.F.M. and it is only 
fair to disassociate the B.S.I. from a 
great measure of responsibility in the 
creation of performance tests stan- 
dards, Fundamentally, these tests 
and the standards they are intended 
to measure are the creation of the 
industry represented by the B.F.M. 
in the fullest detailed collabo-ation

When _ considering _ this 
matter it is well to reflect 
possible alternative to a voluntary 
B.S.1. so long as the present attitude 
of the Government is known io be 
that the industry requires policing 
because of its performance in_ the 
pre-war years. Unfortunately, this 
belief was held by the previous 
Government and therefore the two 
parties likely to be in power in the 
foreseeable future would disagree 
with Mr. Barget’s penultimate 
paragraph.

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Case Histories Prove— 


8 Ways In Which Factory 
Accidents Can Be Cut 


O* more than one _ occasion 
attention has been drawn in 
these pages to the need for a much 
improved standard of accident pre- 
vention in furniture factories and 
woodworking concerns in the 
interests of humanity—and of com- 
mon sense. 

Many progressive firms are, need- 
less to say, conscientious in follow- 
ing the spirit of the regulations 
voverning safeguards for machinery, 
as well as observing the latter, but 
too many lag behind. While figures 
show that woodworking remains one 
of the more hazardous trades, and 
while maiming still occurs with dis- 
tressing frequency, no apology is 
made for stressing the facts 

There is, of course, always a per 
centage of unforeseeable mishaps, but 
the cases quoted in this article are 
typical of the accidents that occur 
daily and, as will be seen, all 
the almost inevitable consequences 
f failure to fit the proper mechani 
cal guards as prescribed by the 
regulations for dangerous tools and 
yr failure to give sound training 
the safe use of the tools to 
/perator, 

The cases are taken from the 
latest records of the Roval Society 
for the Prevention of Accidents 

In a future issue of Furnishing 
Vorld some constructive suggestions 
for improving safety will be 
ffered and the great importance of 
ntegrating training in accident pre- 
vention with other basic training 
from the beginning will be shown

Satety measures should no longer be 
regarded as an extra—to be dealt 
with almost as an afterthought by 
means of casual verbal or written 
warnings at a late stage of training 

nor should they be regarded as 
the exclusive province of the Safety 
( ficer. 


-——NEED FOR SECURITY—— 


This article stresses the press- 
ing need for a higher standard of 
protection from physical injury 
for workers in the furniture 
factory. In a future issue of 
“Furnishing World” some fur- 
ther constructive suggestions for 
improving safety will be made. 











Safety, it is also important to 
note, is likely to be greatest where 
operations are planned by scientifi 
methods of work study designed, in 
the interests of efficiency, to bring 
harmony into the relationship 
between man and the machine and 
the product 

Every manufacturer does, of 
course, wish for humane reasons to 
eliminate all risk of his staff becom- 
ing injured or killed, but many prac 
tical considerations weigh it 
installing plant and planning pro- 
duction, and it is apparent that a 
number do not fully appreciate the 
degree of their responsibility both 
morally and in the eyes of the law 

until an accident results in a legal 
case 


This is revealed by the defences 
offered in the cases cited, in all of 
which, it will be noted, the verdict 
went against the “occupier” of the 
premises. It is the responsibility of 
the management to protect the 
employee from the consequences of 
his own folly, or lack of judgment, 
or bad luck by the provision of 
safeguards prescribed by law and by 
a liberal interpretation of the spirit 
in which the laws were framed. To 
quote Justice du Parcq in a famous 
case in the thirties “the behaviour 
of human beings that has to be 
regarded is such behaviour as is 
reasonably foreseeable, which is not 
necessarily confined to such 
behaviour as is’ reasonable 
behaviour.” 

The circular saw is one of the 
chief causes of accidents and it is 
doubtful whether there is a perfect 
guard to be had. (Ro.S.P.A. are 
frequently asked where a really 
eficient guard can be obtained). 
Probably the reason for this is that 
manufacturers have never found it 
practicable to produce a saw with a 
100 per cent efficient guard since this 
might well add say £30 to £35 to the 
price which, in the face of the com- 
petition which exists, would militate 
against The only answer, 
therefore, other than introducing a 
special law is, obviously, for manu 
facturers to make an initial 
sacrifice, which should never be 
regretted, and insist on a_ well 
protected model 

In the first case described the !ast 
paragraph should be particularly 
noted.

Case I—The Circular Saw 

\ man was using a circular saw 
which had no riving knife. He had 
sawn one piece of wood half-way 
through when it kicked back. He 
then put his hand round the back 
of the saw in order to steady the

wood and his fingers were caught 
by the blade. 

The man’s employer was prose- 
cuted and fined for a breach of the 
Woodworking Machinery Regu- 
lations. He told the Court that there 
had been no riving knife on the 
saw when he bought it and that 
a new saw, bought more recently, 
had also been supplied without a 
riving knife. 

These facts did not, of course, 
affect the legal position, as the 
obligation to provide riving knives 
was on the occupier of the premises 
and not on the supplier of saws. 


Case Il—The Band Saw 


This accident is illustrated in Fig. 
1. The injured employee had just 
completed sawing one of four 
required pieces and was sawing the 
second piece when the accident 
occurred. In order to do this job, 
the table of the band saw had to be 
tilted at the required angle. 

\s can be seen the employee's left 
hand supported the piece on the 
near end until a cut of about 6 in. 
had been completed. He then 
decided to shift his left hand from 
the near side of the block to the 
far side of the block, or that position 
indicated as “1.” In making this 
shift he failed to allow sufficient 
clearance between the exposed saw 
blade and his fingers, and so the 
second finger of his left hand con- 
tacted the blade. 

The injured man had experienced 
no difficulty with the first piece he 
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Fig. 1. In operating the bandsaw on 
this awkward job operator shifted his 
hand to the far side of the block after 
making a cut of about 6 in. and in 
doing so brought the second finger of 
his left hand in contact with the 
blade—half the finger was amputated. 


sawed. He was mentioning this to 
a co-worker who then remarked that 
he should look out for the nails (as 
indicated by arrows). This short 
conversation evidently diverted his 
attention for the moment which 
probably accounted for not 
allowing sufficient room the 
movement of his left hand. 


Case [1]—The Drilling Machine

\ new six-spindle drilling machine 


was delivered to a_ factory. 
guards for the spindle chucks and 
drills had been provided so the 
Company arranged to have some 
made by their fitters. Five of the 
spindles were fitted with guards but 
the sixth left unprotected. The staff 
then used the machine after being 
told by the foreman that the sixth 
spindle was not to be used until a 
guard was fitted. In spite of this 
warning a woman operator used the 
sixth drill and though wearing a 
cap caught her hair and lost part 
of her scalp. 

The firm pleaded guilty and was 
fined. 

A point to note is that the acci- 
dent might still have occurred even 
if the sixth spindle had not been 
used as the machine was not of the 
type on which it was possible to 
switch off each spindle individually. 
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Case 1V—The Spindle Moulder 


A foreman joiner was working o1 
a spindle-moulding machine wher 
the cutter blade, weighing 1 lb. and 
measuring 24 in. x 4 in. flew out 
of the machine and struck him ir 
the abdomen. The man died late: 

The enquiry which followed 
showed that the bolt securing the 
blade was loose. Two thicknesses 
of sandpaper had been used as pack 
ing between the bolt and cutter 
Failure to tighten the cutter 
securing nut on the screw is one ot 
the principle causes of cutters being 
flung out of  spindle-moulding 
machines. Such accidents can 
usually be prevented by care on thi 
part of the machine operator in see 
ing that the bolt and nut are secure 
that defective parts are replaced and 
that signs of wear are reported t 
the supervisor. 

The danger to workers at neigl 
bouring machines or benches can bx 
minimised by the provision of guards 
and screens which will intercept 
flying cutter. 


Case V—The Wood Jointer 


This accident is illustrated in Fig 
2. Injured employee, a carpenter, 
was operating a jointer, planing the 
2 in. side of a 2 in. x 4 in. piece 
of wood. While holding the piece 01 
wood against the guide, or fence, 
with his left hand, he started to 
push the piece over the revolving 
cutter. As he did so he noticed that 
the nut on the adjusting screw, 
which holds the guide to the desired 
angle, was loose. 

Without shutting down _ the 
machine, he reached over with his 
right hand and attempted to tighten 
this nut while still holding the board 
against the guide with his left hand 
The pressure against the _ loose 
guide suddenly caused it to tilt, as 
shown. 

The result was that the board tipped 
over and threw his left fingers int 
the revolving cutter, amputating 
practically the entire index finger 


Case VI—The Glue Spreader 


An electrically operated glue 
spreading machine in the veneering 
department of a furniture factory 
was giving trouble because it was 
not spreading the mix evenly. There 
were two rollers on the machine the 
distance between them being about 
} in. 

The guard, and a bottom feeding 
plate which allowed the veneers t 
pass through the machine had bee: 
removed so that a 15-year-old boy 
could clear out an accumulation of 
glue which was thought to be the 
cause of the trouble. 





He then saw a piece of glue stuck 
on one of the rollers and reached 
forward to remove it. He elbow was 
caught between the rollers. He was 
unable to free himself and had to 
call out to be released. The machine 
was stopped and the rollers had to 
be parted with a crow-bar in order 
to release the arm which was 
severely bruised and had a _ bone 
chipped. The firm was prosecuted 
but pleaded not guilty. 

The defence was that the boy had 
acted against instructions as, in 
addition to notices posted in the 
shop, everyone was instructed ver- 
bally not to touch the rollers when 
the machine was running, (This 
was interesting because elsewhere 
in the case the firm had stated that 
the machine was not dangerous). A 
fine was imposed. 


Case VII—The Planing Machine 


\ man was planing a small piece 
of wood in a planing machine. He 
was not using a bridge guard and 
when the piece of wood kicked back 
he lost part of a finger from his left 
hand. The firm was fined for a 
breach of Regulation 21 of the 
Woodworking Machinery Regu 
lations for 1922. This reauires the 
goods produced under the regu- 
lations, including bridge guards for 
overhand planing, to be maintained 
in an efficient state and constantly 
kept in position while the machine is 
in motion (unless the nature of the 
work makes this impracticable) 

The injured man said that no one 
had told him to use the guard and 
another witness said that it was six 
months since he had last seen the 
guard in position. The firm was 
fined. 

An expert witness said that the 
man might have taken a risk in plan- 
ing such a small piece of wood but 
that an experienced worker could 
have done the job without mishay 
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Fig. 2. The operator of the wood 

jointer attempted to tighten a loose 

screw without stopping work or 

shutting off the machine. As a result 
he lost his index finger. 


if the guard had been in position 
and properly adjusted. Under Regu- 
lati on 14 pieces less than 12 in. in 
length must not be planed overhand 
unless a safety holder 1s used, (This 
does not apply when the machine is 
mechanically fed or has a cyclic 
cutter block, nor when the edge of 
a flat piece of wood is being planed).

“Quality Control” Is Vital Factor 
In American Production

the work. The report entitled 
“Inspection in Industry,” published 
recently by the Anglo-American 
Council on Productivity, should 
therefore prove of considerable 
interest to many furniture 
manufacturers.

The task of the productivity team 
in this instance has been to report 
on the attitude towards quality con- 
trol in America and the latest 
methods of inspection practised 
there. The conclusion is that the 
best British practice is not far 
behind the American; there is not, 
however, the enthusiastic following 
here that exists in America. 

It is noted that major re-organi- 
sation of the management of a 
business under the stresses of com- 
petition are not infrequent and 
opportunity is taken to adopt the 
most recent techniques to each 
branch of management. 

Formal joint consultations 
between executives and management 
over production matters did not 


seem at all common in America. One 
of the larger unions stated, how- 
ever, that the workers welcomed 
the introduction of new methods 
They realise that their prosperity, 
and perhaps the existence of the 
firm, depend on a_ continuing 
improvement in the technological 
skill of the company as a whole. 

Great advances have been made in 
avoiding, on the part of the pur- 
chaser, duplication of inspection 
already carried out by the supplier. 

There is a return to the custom 
of placing responsibility for quality 
on the operative—in the early days 
of mass production this responsi- 
bility tended to be placed on inspec- 
tion. It is now appreciated that the 
task of inspection is to inform and 
prevent rather than to sort into 
good and bad. 

‘In all fields of management,” 
says the report, “and at all levels, 
it is not enough to carry out a pro- 
cess; there must be a continuous 
check that the organisation is ful- 
filling its purpose.” Inspect ion is, 
in fact, primarily «a function of 
management. 

The yield from quality control 
extends so far beyond the more 
obvious saving that the resulting 
financial gain from smooth working

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This Is How American Factories 
Exploit Suggestion Schemes

and increased output, for example, is 
often not put to its credit. It needs 
a far-sighted management to regard 
a quality contro] programme as a 
profitable investment. 

A pilot investigation is 
necessary not only to convince 
management of the value of the 
proposals, but to gain experience of 
the particular difficulties which will 
confront the programme in the 
factory, difficulties which are con- 
cerned not only with the nature of 
the product, but with the reactions 
of the workers and their supervisors 
While a consultant may, and per- 
haps should, be used for this 
preliminary work it is essential that 
the actual investigation should be 
carried out by men who are later 
to carry out the programme, other- 
wise the pilot investigation fulfils 
only part of its purpose. 

In the plants visited quality con- 
trol has been given the status of 
a major management function. The 
change of name from Inspection 
Department to one including the 
word “quality”’ is significant as 
indicating that inspection is only one 
of the tools of quality control. 

One of the important functions of 
a quality control department is to 
inform the management straight 
from the factory about current 
quality just as it is informed about 
quantities and costs 


usually 


Functions of Inspection 


The three main functions of 
inspection, states the team, are 
Acceptance, Prevention and Assur- 
ance. Inspection must decide what 
is acceptable; it must pass inform- 
ation quickly enough to the right 
quarter to prevent further defective 
articles being made; it must be in a 
position constantly to inform and 
assure management that the articles 
produced are as specified 

It is important to see that in an 
apparently diverse organisation the 
same basic principles are observed 

\ requirement often overlooked 
in planning is the channel by which 
information is to flow from. the 
inspection department It should 
not be left for the staff concerned 
to improvise. 

On the subject of the effectiveness 
of suggestion schemes in American 
works the report makes the fol 
lowing interesting observations 

Suggestion schemes have an 
influence on quality because some of 


the suggestions, at least, lead to 
improvements in this direction. Most 
of the firms operate such a scheme 
and advertise it by posters inside 
the factory. Employees appeared to 
take an active interest. 

Awards are most frequently based 
on a percentage of the saving result 
ing from the suggestion over a given 
period, usually one year. The per- 
centages ranged up to 15 or 20 
per cent of the saving, but some 
firms fixed a maximum figure for 
any one suggestion. In one large 
plant money awards granted during 
the first seven months of 195] 
totalled 19,631 dollars (£7,110), 
including several comparatively 
large individual rewards. 

At another plant a_ separate 
scheme is operated for supervisors 
It is considered part of the super 
visor’s job to suggest improved 
methods to increase production or 
improve quality, to effect economies 
and promote safety measures. 

In its recommendations the team 
urges the establishment of a techni 
cal qualification for inspection. The 
syllabus should include — simple 
statistical methods in addition to 
metrology and organisation It 
recommends that the purchasing 
division of Government departments, 
the nationalised industries and other 
large organisations should take a 
lead in adopting sampling for 
inspection where possible, and in 
integrating their own inspection 
procedure with those of suppliers.
